Buried Under 
Falling 
W alls—Girl 
Leaps From the Burning Building 
to Her Death—Many Others In­ 
jured-Financial Loss Will Reach 
$ioo,coo W ith Insurance of $90,000 


Chicago, Nov. 23.—Five persons were 
killed and eight injured, two of them 
fatally, at a fire which destroyed the 
Exchange building, 
Van 
Buren and 
Franklin streets, yesterday 
morning. 
The dead are:

The fire was one of the most difficult 
to handle that the firemen have had to 
contend with in recent years. It was 
attended by a series of disasters. The 
first happened at 9 o’clock, a few mo­ 
m ents after the discovery of the fire 
when a number of 
employes in the 
building jumped from windows to save 
their lives. 
Four hours later, at I 
•o’clock after the flames had been nearly 
extinguished, a safe on the fifth flooi 
fell to the first, carrying the interven­ 
ing floors with it. 
Five firemen who 
w ere at work on the second floor were 
buried in the ruins. Four of them wert 
killed. The loss of property amounted 
to $375,000. 
Hanging between life and death, a 
score or more of shrieking, screaming 
girls clung to the window casements OI 
the building soon after the fire broke 
out, at 9 o’clock. One of the girls, 
driven to frenzy 
by the choking, 
blinding smoke, leaped in midair to 
w hat appeared certain death. A fire­ 
m an’s strong arm extended from the 
fire escape was almost wrenched from 
its socket as he caught the flying hu­ 
m an figure. 
A second later another girl threw 
herself headlong. But no protecting 
arm saved her, and, turning over and 
over, she fell to the sidewalk below, a 
mangled, bleeding mass of humanity.

Statem ent o f R evenues and E xpen ditures 


fo r th e Year. 
Washington, Nov. 23.—D. N. Morgan, 
treasurer of the United States, in his 
annual report on the operations and 
condition of the treasury, says that the 
net ordinary revenues of the govern­ 
ment for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1895, were $313,390,075, an increase of 
$15,668,055 as compared with the year 
before; net ordinary 
expenditures, 
$356,195,298, a decrease of $11,328,981. 
Including the public debt, the total re­ 
ceipts on all accounts were $720,516,625, 
and the expenditures $710,472,157. 
A 
further sum of 
$31,157,700 
was de­ 
posited in the treasury prior to the end 
of June on account of a purchase of 
gold coin to maintain the reserve, hut 
was not formally covered in, and there­ 
fore does not appear in the accounts of 
the current fiscal year. 
At the close of business June 30,1894, 
there stood charged to the treasurer on 
the books of the department a balance 
of $763,565,540. Adding to this the re­ 
ceipts of the year from all 
sources 
gives $1,484,082,165 as the total to be 
accounted for, and deducting the ex­ 
penditures leaves a balance of $773,- 
610,008 on June 30, 1895. 
In addition to this accountability to 
the department, the treasurer had 
liabilities on other accounts which 
brought the totals to $804,854,753 and 
$842,148,189 on the two dates respective­ 
ly. After setting aside the amounts 
treated as unavailable, the principal of 
which, $28,101,644, deposited with the 
states under the law of 1836, there re­ 
mained the sum of $775,310,559 in 1894, 
and the sum of $812,627,722 in 1895, for 
which there were live assets in the sev­ 
eral offices of the treasury and mint 
and in the depository banks. Of these 
balances the sums of $616,155,820 
and 
$579,247,863 respectively 
were on de­ 
posit for the redemption of outstanding 
certificates and treasury notes, leaving 
$159,154,739 and $233,379,859 respective­ 
ly as the balance on account of the 
general fund. 
The amount of national bank notes 
received for redemption 
was 
nearly 
$87,000,000, of which $35,000,000 fit for 
circulation were returned to the banks 
of issue. Inclusive of charges for trans­ 
portation, salaries, stationery, and con­ 
tingent expenses, the total cost of the 
redemptions for the year was $100,352, 
which have been assessed upon 
the 
banks at the rate of $1.15 per $1,000 of 
notes redeemed. 
The deposits on ac­ 
count of the reduction or retirem ent of 
national bank circulation 
amounted 
during the year to $12,056,172, and the 
redemptions on the same account to 
$13,068,639.

Co»t Miners to Talk of Machine*. 
Brazil, Ind., Nov. 23.—A mass meet­ 
ing of the miners of the block coal fields 
is called to meet at the court house in 
this city to-day. The meeting is called 
about by the strike of the miners of the 
No. I shaft of the Brazil Block Coal 
company, who went out recently be­ 
cause the company stopped the system 
of paying $1.75 a day and offered 25 
cents a ton. This is tlfe first block coal 
mine tc put in machines for mining 
coal, and the miners fear that they will 
adopt them generally throughout the 
district. The object of the meeting is to 
decide upon a scale for machine min­ 
ing in the block coal district. It is be­ 
lieved by some that the m atter will 
grow serious. 


Turfmen In a Gun Fight. 
Lexington, Ky., Nov. 23. — George 
Cadwallader, the well-known turfman 
of Milldale, Ky., attempted to shoot 
Joe Chinn, a Lexington turfman, in the 
lobby of the Phoenix hotel last night. 
Chinn saw him reach for his gun, and 
knocked him down, causing the blood 
to flow freely from his nose. He then 
struck Cadwallader under the left eye, 
laying open the skin two inches.

bystander pulled Chinn off. 
As Cad­ 
wallader got up again he tried to shoot, 
hut Chinn got away. He armed himself 
and returned to the hotel in a few min­ 
utes, but the police arrested Cadwalla­ 
der, as he was threatening to kill Chinn, 
and the latter’s friends hustled him off 
to his home. 


No Disturbance or Sign of Panic Can 
Be Perceived—No Reaction In Bus­ 
iness—Cotton Makes a Slight Gain 
—The W eek’s 
Failures Exceed 
Those of Last Year By Two. 


New York, Nov. 23.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
“There is no reaction in business. 
Efforts to explain it, or to attribute it 
to this or that temporary influence, are 
all wasted. 
In every business men now 
perceive the fact that the purchases in 
advance of current distribution, which 
were made when prices were booming, 
involved of necessity a season of halt­ 
ing when the rise stopped and until the 
actual demand for consumption 
has 
been measured. 
Products are lower, 
without disturbance or sign of panic. 
“The more sober estimates of wheat 
months ago rose 50,000,000 bushels or 
more above the government and specu­ 
lative guesses, and now 
a reputable 
estimate of 475,000,000 bushels excites 
little remark. 
W estern receipts, 23,- 
415,874 bushels in three weeks, against 
12,314,674 bushels last year, are so per­ 
sistent that prices have again declined 
about I cent, and Atlantic exports, flour 
included, are slightly less than a year 
ago, for three weeks, 4,763,745 bushels, 
against 4,849,214 bushels last year. Corn 
declined half a cent further. 
Pork 
products also have reason for weaken­ 
ing; lard 15 cents per IOO pounds, and 
pork 25 cents per barrel. 
The cotton 
m arket has been assisted all the week 
by small receipts and remarkably stiff 
statements of scarcity, but has gained 
a sixteenth, though some think short 
receipts were deliberately organized by 
planters. 
“It begins to be a decisive fact that 
exports are small, partly because stocks 
abroad are heavy and partly because 
the manufacturer does not find a mar­ 
ket for the usual quantity of goods, the 
British being especially embarrassed. 
“In this country, the cotton manu­ 
facture has fared better than most oth­ 
ers, escaping an excessive rise and the 
resulting decline. 
While some prices 
were marked too high when Colton was 
above 9 cents, and are now lower, most 
goods are held at quoted prices, and the 
mills generally have orders to cover 
work into next year, but it is becoming 
a question whether retail distribution 
has kept pace with manufacturers’ or­ 
ders or with sales to retailers. 
The 
opening of Clay worsted by two leading 
mills at advanced prices has not yet 
been followed by others. 
“Iron and steel products are lower, 
averaging I per cent for the week and 
7 per cent from the highest. Bessemer, 
anthracite No. I, and bar are quoted 
lower, while sales below quotations are 
frequent. 
There is competition for or­ 
ders, most works having little ahead, 
and new business is remarkably small. 
The demand for cheap boots and shoes 
is a shade better, but many shops are 
idle or working part of the time, and 
buyers generally hold off, although con­ 
siderable reductions are now offered 
by manufacturers on men’s split shoes 
and on grain, oil-grain, glove, and buff 
polish and polka shoes. 
Shipments for 
the month are 22.7 per cent less than 
last year. 
Leather is weaker, though 
only one class is quoted 
lower, but 
hides at Chicago have again declined 
about 2 per cent, and average relatively 
lower now than leather and shoes. 
“Failures for the week have been 
320 in the United States, against 322 
last year, and 42 in Canada, against 31 
last year.”

The sultan has consented to allow the 
passage through the Dardanelles of a 
second guard ship for each power, in 
accordance with the requests of the 
Austrian, Italian, Russian and; British 
representatives. 
The sultan has offered rewards for 
the discovery of the persons who re­ 
cently posted revolutionary placards at 
the mosques and in many other public 
places, exciting the Armenians against 
the Mussulmans. A special committee 
has also been appointed! to watch day 
and night until adequate results are 
obtained in the restoration of order 
among the Armenians.

The locomotive engineer is a remark­ 
ably placid' fellow, with a habit of de­ 
liberate precision in his look and mo­ 
tions.

The fact is that the engineer does not 
look at the side—lie is looking ahead— 
und therefore the speed seems less, as 
the objects are approached gradually. 
Those who have ridden at ninety miles 
an hour on a locomotive know that on ( 
a good road (and there are many such) 
the engine is not shaken and swayed 
in a terrific manner, but is rather com­ 
fortable, and the speed is not so ap­ 
parent 
as when one is riding 
in

view is had. 
The engineer can be very i 
comfortable if he is quite sure of the I 
track ahead, and it is only In rounding J 
curves or in 
an broaching 
crossings 


that he feels nervous, and it is doubt­ 
ful if it is any more strain to run a 
locomotive at high speed than to ride a 
bicycle through 
crowded 
thorough­ 
fares. Judging by the countenances of 
the bicycle rider and the engineer, the 
engineer has rather the best of it.
